Along  with  the  consideration  of  zymotic 
diseases  and  general  sanitary  conditions  the  outstanding 
feature  of  the  year  to  the  Medical  Officer  has  Been  the 
exceedingly  small  detrimental  effect  of  the  war,  and  even 
the  three  months  time  of  nightly  raids,  upon  the  health  of 
the  -people.

The  winter  was  the  longest  and  coldest 
for  many  years  a-nd  during  that  period,  particularly  while 
influenza  was  present,  a consider able  number  of  cases  of 
pneumonia  wore  reported. 

Diser.ses  of  the  heart,  which  amo  mostly 
attributa.ble  to  old  a,go,  heads  the  list  of  causes  of  death. 

Though  there  much  interchange  of 
population  by  people  coming  from  bombed  London  and  tho  many 
troop  movements  no  epidemic  of  infectious  diseases  - and  one 
particularly  thinks  of  cor ebro- spinal  meningitis  - has  occurred.

f c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  are  now  three  nurses  at  the  Clinic, 
Waltham  Cross,  one  resident  at  Elamstead 
End,  and  a fifth  at  Goffs  Oak. 

Despite  this  number  the  work  has  generally 
been  understaffed.  Midwifery  pupils  axe 
now  also  being  instructed  by  the  Nurses  at 
the  Clinic.  The  large  amount  done  by  the 
nurses  will  be  noted  in  the  appended  paragraph.

There  were  no  written  notices  served,  prosecutions 
instituted  or  matters  referred  to  H.M.  Inspector.

Eleven  shops  were  inspected  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Shops  Act  1934  rolating  to  ventilation  and  temperature 
and  to  sanitary  conveniences.  The  premises  were  found  to 
■bo  gonero^lly  sa.tisfactory . 

3.  Schools . 

In  the  routine  medical  inspection  696  children 
v\roro  examined  and  70  defects  wqtq  found.  They  were  mainly 
tonsils,  adenoids  and  teeth.  later  it  was  reported  that 
44  of  those  defects  had  "been  remedied.  In  addition  a 
considerable  number  of  children  were  examined  for  ovor-soas 
evacuation. 


The  children  as  well  as  their  elders  have  stood 
up  to  the  trial  of  tho  blitzkreig  remarkably  v>/ell  and  no 
permanent  nervous  disturbance  or  apprehensive  fear  has 
resulted. 


Practically  none  of  tho  school  children  go  to 
tho  Public  air  raid  shelters,  although  no  doubt,  the 
majority  of  thorn  slept  in  their  own  Anderson  Shelters 
during  the  Autumn. 

The  lavatory  pipes  in  some  schools  were  frozen 
during  tho  hard  frosts  of  January  and  the  schools  ha.d  to 
bo  closed  until  repairs  wore  effected.  The  sanitary  and 
general  conditions  of  the  schools  continuos  satisfactory.

During  the  year  18  premises  wore  registered  under 
the  Pood  & Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  the  manufacture  or  salo  of 
proservod  food  or  ice  cream. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Livestock  (Restriction 
on  Slaughtering)  Order  1940  the  slaughtering  of  animals  in 
this  district  ceased  on  the  15th  January.  Prior  to  that 
date  tho  num.bGr  of  visits  made  to  slaughter-houses  for  tho 
purpose  of  ante  and  post-mortem  inspection  of  animals  was 
21  and  the  total  numboi*  of  animals  examined  was  81. 

Meat  found  to  be  unfit  for  food  at  slaughter-housos 
and  voluntarily  surrendered  amounted  to  9 lbs.  An  analysis
